Roy; M^orburn, owned by Chas. Millar; Gold 
Galore, Twelve Bells and Sea Froth, owned 
by Jos. E. Seagram; Pleasure Bent, by Thorn- 
ciiffe Stable. 

Any absentees will probaWy be missing only 
because of lack of capable riders. The cessa- 
tion of racing in Canada and the war time 
restrictions on the travel of young men, are 
responsible for the scarcity of jockeys for this 
im(K>rtant race and the list will not be complete 
until after the arrival of tomorrow morning’s 
trains. Owners de{iendcnt on local talent are 
congratulating themselves on their early ap- 



propriation of such material as was available. 
The weather promises to be perfect for the 
decision of this historic event under condi- 
tions never before attending it.

— A. K. Miicombrr’s Eng- 
lish horst* Hollister, earned the right to be reganleil 
as 4»iie of the most dangerous eaiulidates for l\en- 
tuek.v Handicap honors, by a brilliant victory this 
afternoon in the mile and an eighth handi<*ap. fea- 
turing the card provide<1 for (’hiirchill Itowns racing 
patrons. He was opiiosed by four other cligibles 
to the rich Tkaiglas Park fixture and took tlieni 
into camp in the easiest Lishion iiossible and 
conceded weight to all of them. 

He had up 119 pounds and ran the mile and an 
eighth in 1:52. t’apt. Rees was his nearest folbrni r 
at the finish and tiiiy Fortune third. Opiiortuuity 
was allowed to lead for the first half mile. .s«*«‘iii- 
iiigly on sufferem*e, for Hollister raced by him with 
the utmost case w*hen Willis called on him and took 
a big lead, which only required him to go along 
at an easy gallop in the stretch to keep in front. 
C'apt. Rccs also ran a goml race, for he was fon-eil 
back on the lower turn and «*ause4l to suffer tin* 
loss of r'onsiderahle ground, which he made up stead- 
ily in tlie stretch and finished fast ami gamely. 

The first serious ac*cident of the pr«*s«*nt meeting 
came with the running of the third race, when 
Re<l Cross, wiiile racing prominently in the stret<*li 
and having a ehan<-e to win. snappi*d her left 
fore leg suddenly above the ankle and it enfom*d 
her destruction. The race in which she started was 
won by Thom Bloom, u victor in his last previous 
race.

The filly ran an ex<*elleiit ra»*e and 
lN*at Rahu by a neck after a well -sustained stretch 
drive.

Today’s attendance was again of generous proimr- 
tions, the small fields of the better grade of nu-ers

ANTI-BETTING BILL IS INTRODUCED 



Baton Rouge. La., May 23. — The promised fight 
on race tnick betting was startcil in the Senate 
of L^iisiana hen* toflay when Senator I'lpes of 
East Feliciana Parish intnsluce<i a dnistic anti- 
raciug measure. The Pipes bill, if passed, will 
take the place of the Locke law of 1908 in every 
way, except it proceeds against the man who 
bets on horses, rather than the man who ac«*epts 
bets. The Pipes bill provides “that any fiersoii 
who shall bet a wager iiixni a hors«* nu-e or nii-es, 
run or trotted or paced within or witliout tills state, 
shall be giiilt.v of a luisdeuieanor and upon eon- 
vlctioii. shall be fine<l not less than . 51 W» nor morf» 
than $500 and imprisoned for a period of not less 
than six months nor niorv than twelve months.” 
Tlie bill carries a reiieuliug clause. Senator l*ip4‘.s 
said UKiay that no attempt had yet be<*u made that 
he knew of to sound legislative si>ntimeiit on the 
anti-betting bill, but lie exiiects to pass his meas- 
ure. “The hill,” said Mr. Pi|n*s. “came fnuii Xew 
Orleans, but not to him from MLss Jean Gordon.”

REGRET IS RETIRED TO THE STUD 



Xew York, May 23. — Harry Payne Whitney*.s 
great race mare. Regret, has been retired pernia- 
iienMy from the turf and bred to Pennant, ai-cunl- 
ing to an annoiineement made by James Rowe, 
trainer for the W'liitiiey stable. Regret, which li:i i 
the distinction of lieiug the only filly that ever won 
the historic Kentucky Derby, is by Broomstick - 
Jt*rse.v Lightning, and* Is si.v years old. Peumiiit. t>» 
which she was bred, had a brief but brilliant turf 
career, uiiioug his achievements being a victory in 
the Futurity of 1913. 



The King’s Plate was first run in I860 under the name of the Queen’s Plate and continued 
a£. such to 1901. For four years, 1860-1863, the race was decided at Carleton and subsequently 
at various places in the Dominion until 1883, when Queen Victoria gave her sanction to an 
understanding with the founders of the Ontario Jockey Club that the race should thenceforth 
be established permanently at the Woodbine course. Time has proved that this was a wise de- 
cision, as, under the control of the Ontario Jockey Club, the race has amply fulfilled its pur- 
pose of encouraging the breeding of thoroughbred in the Province of Ontario. The King’s 
Plate is the oldest race run continuously on the North American continent, and the decision 
of the Ontario Jockey Club to prevent a break in its continuity by running it this year, 
though racing is suspended in Canada until the close of the war, met with the approval of 
horse lovers the world over. Today will mark the fifty-ninth renewal of this famous race, the 
interesting history of which is here presented in tabulated form from the year 1881 to the 
present time:

RESUMPTION OF CANADIAN RACING 



rong ProhahiUty That Sport May Be Permitted 
On a Modified Scale. 



Ottawa. Ont., May 23.— There is a strong jiroba- 
bility of horse racing being resumed in Canada on 
a modified seale, according to an aniioiiiicemeut 
made liere yesterday. Tlie various jockey clubs 
have taken no part in the agitation, but the pleas 
of the horse breeders theuislves have been presented 
to the members of the ITiion Cabinet and it is 
uiid«*rstoo<l that the matter will bt? diseiiss«‘d in the 
course of a few da.vs. There is no iiossibility of a 
resumption of tlie siiort, for the present at least, 
oil the lines followed prior to the passing of the 
order in eimneil last .vear. and if the reiiuest is 
granted the clubs will only be allowed to retain 
sufficient money to carry them along. 

The suggestion is that the jockey clubs give 50 
per cent of their receipts to the Red Cross and 
apply the other .50 i»er cent to the purses, all of 
whieh should be paid iu Victory Bonds. They would 
lie allowed, aecordingly, only their percentage on 
the pari-mutu4*l betting plus their entrance fees for 
the ojieratiug exiienses. This, it is said, is the only 
<*oudition under which the government would sanc- 
tion the reoiiexiiug of the tracks. Representatives 
of the breeding bureaus have interviewed the cabi- 
net ministers, but no part in the alleged lobby has 
b<H*n taken by the Jockey clubs. 

Whether the government would apiwiiit a racing 
commission immediately and assume full control 
is a question, but it is taken for granted that th»* 
jockey clubs would comply with the conditions and 
for«*go. for the duration of the w*ar, the profiteering 
they formerly enjoyed. . , . 

It is uuderstoiKl tliat the joikey clubs, accord- 
ing to the proiHisal now before the cabinet, would 
Ik* limited to one meeting each j’ear and that the 
liermit would be given only to Connaught Park, Blue 
Bonnets. IKu’val, Ontario, Hamilton. Windsor. Fort 
Erie. Mount Royal and Devonshire Park, providing 
for nine weeks of racing. 

Of course, it is iK)s.sIble that something may 
crop lip meanwhile whieh w<»uld block tlie plans, but 
a iiieiiilM*r of parllaiiieiit said that he had gone 
ill to the situation Ihoroiighly with the euhiuet 
ministers and that if the jo<*key clubs would agree 
to ills suggestions as to the dis|Nisal of the revenues 
he was confident that they might expect a favor- 
able reply within ft week or ao.
